If  the  University  of  Toronto 
votes  to  stay  in  Cus,  approximately 
136,000,00  of  our  money  will  be 
spent  in  the  next  year  to  provide 
the  necessarjT  "basis  for  a  social- 
ist student  moven-mt"  as  Peter 
Warrian,  past  president  of  CUS 
has  saido  Barry  McPeak,  a  Maritimes 
field  worker  for  CUS  until  early 
this  y.-~ar  has  said  that  he  "can't 
see  any  other  use  for  CUS  other 
than  setting  up  radical  groups  *  " 

(JUS  seminars  which  are  held 
regularly  are  little  more  than 
indoctrination  sessions  where 
speakers  are  generally  leaders  of 
groups  like  SDS  and  the  Canadian 
Communist  Party  and  every  once  in 
a  while  a  liberal  speaker  is  in- 
vited to  make  it  respectable e  At 
1.   last  CUS  seminar  held  in  the 
spring  in  Sudbury  the  Toronto 
Student  Movement,  fore-runner  of 
the  New  Left  Caucus,  was  the  only 
student  group  outside  of  the  uni- 


versity student  councils  to  be  invii: 
ed  to  send  delegates.  Why  were  other 
sv".l'.nt  groups  not  allowed  to  sera 
delegates?  Eo^  only  does  CUS  sup- 
port the  radical  left  groups,  they 
have  been  responsible  for  setting 
up  1^  new  SDS  or  Nexi  Left  Caw  us 
groups  on  Canadian  campuses. 

The  most  recent  CUS  Congress 
has  adopted  a  set  of  resolutions 
which  seem  to  be  a  step  toward  mod- 
eration. It  is  expected  that  the 
referendum  will  be  fought  on  the  bas- 
is of  these  new  resolutions.  But  it 
is  obvious  to  most  people  that  these 
new  resolutions  have  been  adopted 
with  a  view  toward  the  referendum 
because  if  U  of  T  pulls  out  of  CUS, 
CUS  will  fold.   U  of  T,  being  the 
largest  university  in  Canada,  is  the 
financial  backbone  of  CUS .  In  fact, 
there  seems  to  be  some  division  among 
the  CUS  executive  about  the  new  steps 
President  Loney  feels  that  CUS 
should  moderate  until  after  the  ref- 
erendum whm  it  can  return  to  its 
old  ways.  Vice-President  Michael 
0 'Sullivan  wants  CUS  to  take  a  stand 
on  its  true  convictions.  He  has  said, 
in  an  interview  at  Victoria  College, 
"What  we  have  done  is  tone  down  the 
verbiage  without  changing  the  cont- 
ent. I  disagree  that  we  have  stepped 
to  the  right, " 

CUS  also  offers  charter  flights 
to  Europe  for  its  member  students 
as  an  added  attraction.  But  again 
Vice-President  0' Sullivan  has  said 
"We  don't  want  students  to  vote  for 
CUS  because  they  get  a  trip  to 
Europe  or  because  they  like  the  con- 
cept of  a  national  student  union0 
We  want  them  to  vote  for  our  polit- 
ical platform, " 

It  should  also  be  pointed  out0 
that  SAGE  is  going  to  run  2  charter 
flights  to  Europe  for  Erindale  stud- 
ents this  summer  at  rates  far  below 
those  of  CUS. 

I  cannot  over-emphasize  the  Im- 
portance of  your  vote  in  the  coming 
referendum.  Left-wing  radicalism  is 
starting  to  have  a  tangible  adverse 
affect  on  our  university,  The  new- 
left  has  opposed  the  Campbell  Com- 
mittee Report  and  there  is  every.

On  Thursday,  Nov.  ]>,  1968,  Vol.1,  No.l  of  The  Erindallan  was 
presented  to  the  students  of  Erindale  College.   In  this  first  issue, 
the  "purpose"  of  The  Erindalian  was  outlined  along  with  a  statement  of 
"The  Policy  of  The  Erindalian".   The  three  policy  statnents  listed 
under  this  title  were,  and  I  quote:

2.  To  represent  as  accurately  as  possible  all  opinions  that  wish 
to  be  expressed. 

3»  Any  views  or  facts  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  staff  do  not 
serve  a  useful  or  nature  purpose  will  not  be  considered  for  publication. 

I  would  now  like  to  ask  the  editor  a  series  of  questions  related 
to  these  policy  statements,  and  I  hope  that  he  will  print  this  letter, 
in  its  entirety,  accompanied  by  the  answers  to  the  questions. 

Firstly,  does  the  policy  statement  number  three  not  limit  the
